Bur to 
20 no further than the Cafe in hand: If all 
che Worſhip dne ro God upon atiy Account, 
and wiuch we--give to rhe Father oecauſe he 
1s ſo, by che ' Name of the Father, be alſo 
duc to the Holy Ghoſt expreſly, becauſe he 
is God, by' che Name and Notion of Holy 
Ghoſt, as well as che Facher, becauſe, as the 
Atbanaſian Creea fays, We muſt give them equal 
Glory ; we ſhall he abhged to tranſproſe, add 
ta,and alter Scripture, and make it contradit 
ir ſelf in a rhoufaud. places 3 particularly, 
every thne we uſe the Lord's Prayer, and tn 
all Prayers, Praiſes and Adorations we make 
after that Pattern, inſtead of OUR Father 
which art in Heaven, we muft fay, Our Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoſt, which are in Heaven ;

Jeſus himſelf, whenever he. pray'd or 
worſhipp'd Gad, did ir under the Names, 
Notions and Deſcriptions which fignity the 
Father, and ip the {ingular Number ; conſe- 
vently all che Patriarchs, Prophers and 
ſens until Chriſt, and all the Believers in 
iſt, and Chriſt himſelf roo, (which is 
Blaſphemy to ſuppoſe) erred in their wor- 
ſhipping God, making no expreſs mention 


. of the Holy Ghoſt, if ic be a good Confer 


quence from the Holy Ghoſt his being revea- 
fed ro be'a Perſon of God, that we ought to 
worſhip him. diſtinaly urder that Name, 
or ſome other pecyhar ro him.

him as in its utmoſt ſcope, bur paſſes by 
and through him to the Farher. Both theſe 
.Conſiderations are clear and apparent in that 
Paſſage to the Philippians, which I have men- 
tioned, and ſo in the Diſcourſe of our Lord 
himſelf, Jobx 5. for when the Jews who 
ſought to bill bim, v. 18. did malicicuſly in- 
rerpret his ſaying, that God was his Father, 
ro be a making himſelf equal with God, 
he denies with a ſolemn Afeveration, ſay- 
ing, Verily, verily, the Son can do nothing of 
bimſelf, but what be ſeeth the Father do; for 
what things ſoever be doth, theſe alſo doth the 
Son likewiſe, And how comes that to pals ? 
For the Father loveth the Son, and ſhewtth him 
. all things that himſelf doth, (ver. 20.) and 
be will ſhew bim greater Works than theſe, that 
ye may marvel. Te was ſuch a ſhewing which 
proceeded from the Love of the Farther 3 
and ir was partly preſent, and partly future. 
For as thi Father raiſeth the Dead, and quick- 
neth them, even ſo the Son quickneth whom be 
will, ver. 21. This is one ef thoſe Works 
which the Father ſhews him. For the Fa- 
ther judgeth no Man, but bath committed all 
Fudgment to the Son, that all Men ſhould bo- 
nour the Son even as they bonowr the Father : 
To wit, as they honour the Father upon the 
account of his judging ; bur doth this Ho- 
nour terminate in the Son ? No, be that ho- 
noureth not the Son, bonoureth uot the Father 
that ſent bim. That Honour which is given 
to the Son, aſcends by him as ſent to rhe 
Father that ſenc him, ver.26. For as the Fa- 
ther bath Liſe in bimſelf, ſo bath be given to the 
Son to bave Life in bimſelf ;_ and bath given bim 
Authority to execute F, alſo, becauſe be 
> the Son of Man, that is, he that was pro- 
pheſied of in the Viſions of Daniel, where 
we read, that one like the Son of Man—— 
came to the Ancient of Days, and they brought 
bim near beſore bim, and there was given bim 
Dominion, and Glory, and a Kingdom, that all 
People, Nations and Languages ſbould ſerve 
bin, &c, Dan. 7. 9, 10, 13, 14. or becauſe 
he'is ſuch a Son of Man as humbles himſelf 
zo the meaneſt and hardeſt Condition of the 


moſt ordinary Man : See Phil.2,5,8. Again, 
in vtr, 30. of this of Joh. 5. I can of my 
ſelf do nothing; as Thear, I judg, and my Judg- 
ment is juſt, Why, becauſe he -is the moſt 
High God? No, but becauſe T ſeeb not mine 
own Will, but the Will of the Father which bath 
ſent mt. Theſe Reaſons of Workhip agree 
to a Man exalted by God, but by no means 
to him that is himſelf God already. Can he 
that is God the moſt high be made Higher 
than he is? God may and ought to be celebra- 
ted and praiſed for thoſe Excellencies that 
are in him; bur he can have no Addition 
to his natural and inherent Power, Autho- 
rity and Glory. But the Apoſtle Peter alſo 
rells che People in that famous Sermon, 
AQs 2. 36, —— Lit all the Hoſe of Iſrael 

now aſſuredly, that God bath made that ſame 

eſus whom ye bave crucified both Lord and 
Chriſt, And the Apoſtle Paul tells us, Rom. 
14+ 9. For to this end Chrift both died, and 
roſe, and revived, that he might be Lord both 
of the dead and living, Hence ir is that in 
the Viſions of the Revelations, chap. $g. where 
the twenty four Elders fall down before 
the Lamb, and ſing a new Song, they exhibit 
that Worſhip to him, they do ir not upon 
the account of his being the moſt High 
God, bur upon account of his Worthine(s as 
a Man, ſaying, Thos art worthy-——becauſe thou 
waſt ſlain, and baft redeemed us to God by thy 
Blood out of every Tribe, and Tongue, and Peo- 
ple, and Nation, and baſt mad us to our God 
Kings and Priefts, ver. 9, 10, So by the 
Angels, Animals, | Elders, even thou- 
ſands of thouſands, Chriſt is cclebrated 
upon the ſame account of his being the 
Lamb that was ſlain, ſaying, Worthy xs the 
Lamb that was ſlain, to receive Powtr, and 
Riches, and Wiſdom, and Strength, and Honour, 
and Glory, and Bleſſing, ver. 12, 13. 

This Obſervation of mine, rouching the

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My Concluſion from all is, That all the 
Worſhip that is or ought to be exhibired to 
Chriſt, according to Holy Scripture, 15 con- 
ferr'd upon him as a Man, Mediator between 
God and Men ; and that neicher to Him nor 
ro the Holy Ghoſt, there ever was any 
Worſhip given under any expreſs Names, 
Appellations or Deſcriptions, as Perſons of 
God diſtin& from God the Father. Bur, 
ſuppoſing them to have been from Eternity 
ſuch Perſons, they were always worſhipp'd 
as implied in God the Father ; and conſe- 
_ the Argument in the ObjeRion, for 
the Worſhip of the Holy Spirit expreſly, 
becauſe Chriſt is worſhipp'd expreſly, is of 
no force. 

My ſecond Anſwer to rhe ſ4me ObjeRion 
is this : I obſerycd above, that other Per- 
ſons are ſometimes joined with Ged the 
Father, as Objeas of ſome great Work a- 
ſcribed, or ſome Honour given by Men, 
when yet that Work or Honour reſpeQts Al- 
mighty God in one manner, and thoſe other 
Perſons in another manner; as in the Iſrae- 
lices believing in rhe Lord and in Moſes ; the 
People fearing the Lord: and Samel ; Gi- 
deon's Army, crying, The Sword of the Lord, 
and of Gideon. I now add 1 Cor. 29. 20. 
where it is ſaid, Al the Congregation bleſkd 
the Lord God of their Fathers, and bowed down 
their Heads, and worſhipped the Lord and the 
King, So it is when Chriſt is worſhipped 
wich the Father, as Rev. 5. 13. he 3s bite 
renced (as I ſhewed) from him thar firreth 
upon the Throne, by the Appellarion of 
the Lamb that was ſlain, and bad redeemed us 
to God by his Blood, But as for the Holy 
Ghoſt, as he is not conſidered in the Adora- 
tion given to him under any other Notion 
than of God, or a Perſon of God, fo your 
Lirurgy reſpe&s him in the ſame manner, 
and in cocquality with God the Father; nor 
as Chriſt, who received from the Bounry of 
his Father, that Power for which he is to be 
honoured and obeyed. Thus the eleven Diſ-
